EDMONTON: Matters of educe, 
tion bid fair to hold a major spot 
in the activities of the current 
session of the Alberta legislature. 

The announcement by Hon. \ 
O Aalborg, minister of education, 
last week that the government' 
plans to institute n six-week train 
ing course for teachers this sum¬ 
mer in an effort to fill some of the 
teacherless classrooms wus greet¬ 
ed with mixed feelings. 

It appears that the opinions of 
all will get a good airing before 
the legislature'* - standing commit-; 
tee on edulation. A move by the 
Liberal party to open the question 
lor study and representation be¬ 
fore the committee was accepted 
by the house last week. 

Mr. Aalborg was opposed to the 
Liberal's original proposal to haye 
the committee study only the tea¬ 
cher shortage and his request that 
the committee study all phases of 
education, including 'the shortage, 
school construction costs and 
grants and the curriculum, wus 
passed with the support of the 
large Social Credit majority. 

The committee is expected to 
hear representations from the Al¬ 
berta Teachers’ Association, which 
fears the short courses will lower 
teacher standards, the Alberta 
School Trustees' Association, home 
and school groups and other inter¬ 
ested in education. 

The short courses, designed to 
give Grade 12 students who have 
graduated, and those expected to 
graduate, a six-week training pro-, 
gram to fit them for a year’s class¬ 
room experience, was rapped by 
the former education minister, H. 
Earl Ansley. who represents the 
Leduc constituency as an Indepond 
ent Social Crediter on the oppos¬ 
ition side of the house, and by J 
Percy Page, Edmonton Progres¬ 
sive Conservative member. 

Mr. Ansley contended that the 
only method of obtaining more 
teachers is to increase salaries and 
raise living and working condit¬ 
ions. Mr. Aalborg’s claim is that 
the short.course_graduates will on¬ 
ly be allowed to teach in tWt>se 
schools for' which qualified teach¬ 
ers cann:t be obtained. After one 
year in the classroom it i9 propos¬ 
ed that the student-teachers _ (us 
they will be known > will return to 
the University of Alberta summer 
school for future teacher training 
courses. School inspectors would 
keep close watch on their class¬ 
room ability to weed out those 
who show little promise. 

Another matter close to the 
hearts of most citizens, Alberta's 
highways, was subject to criticism 
by Liberal Leader J Harper 
Prowse and defended by the man

Taylor, minister of highways. 

Mr. Taylor described long stret¬ 
ches, some more than 100 miles 
Jong, where there have been no 
failures, in answer to Mr. Prowse s 
claim that you could no* drive UK) 
fards without striking a patched 
piece of pavement. An advocate of 
the present type W "flexible" high 
way construction. Mr. Tayior said 
a test will be made this year on a 
stretch of road by using cement, as 
advocated by Mr. Prowse in his 
address. 

The highways minister said it is 
unfair to criticize the government s 
road building on the basis of roods 
built before the adoption, u year 
,*• two ago, of modern standards, 
including adequate sub-grades, 
careful soil selection and bases of 
nl least nine inches thickness. 

Hon. A. J. Hooke, minister of 
economic affairs, made a back¬ 
handed slap at federal government 
immigration policies, by stating 
that the Alberta government. 
Ihrough Alberta 'House, at London, 
carefully screens prospective new 
citizens for the province. 

While immigrants, professional 
pnd skilled persons, came to Alber¬ 
ta under provincial sponsorship, 
another 11,000 came under federal 
sponsorship or on their own, he 
said.

ic Fever" as his topic He describ¬ 
ed this as bemg the master traitof 
in medicine, and no cure has yet 
been found. Early diagnosis helps 
prevents serious effects. A child 
may eat and play well and appear 
not'inal hut have rise in temperat¬ 
ure, joint pains, raised sediment¬ 
ation rale or a high white blood 
count. These factors are import¬ 
ant in detecting the onset of the 
disease. Many occurrences of the 
disease may cause it to become 
chronie. The best treatment is 
to remain in bed until tempera¬ 
ture, sedimentation rate and white 
blood count ay? normal for two 
weeks. 

Dr. Gee stated tlvit rheumatic 
fever was the leading cause of 
death in younger age groups. It is 
not a crippling disease but leaves 
the heart affeeted in many cases, 
and often affects other organisms 
The 30-35 age. group that had a 
re-occurence of the fever can not 
lead the same life as a well person. 

Sulfa drug is considered a good 
prophylactic for prevention of at¬ 
tacks i*f rheumatic fever. 

In closing. Dr. Gee also touched 
on other heart ailments, mention¬ 
ing high blood pressure, and the 
drugs some doctors administer to 
reduce HBP in severe rases.
